The Committee appointed by the town, April 13, 1878, for the pur- 
pose of purchasing a lot of land and erecting a Town House thereon, 
respectfully report that on the sixteenth day of April, 1878, they pur- 
chased of John Rhodes, a tract of land on the corner of South Main 
and Linden streets, for the sum of two thousand (2000) dollars, and 
took from him a deed which was duly recorded in the Worcester Coun- 
ty Registry of Deeds. 


That on the eighteenth day of April, 1878, they engaged the servi- 
ces of Messrs. Cutting & Holman of Worcester, architects, to pre- 
pare plans and specifications, and to superintend the construction of 
the building. 

That on the second day of May, 1878, they advertised for proposals 
for building under the plans and specifications, in the daily papers of 
‘Worcester. 

That on the thirteenth day of May the proposals were opened, and 
were found to be as follows, viz: 


C. D. Morse & Co., Millbury, $27,600 
Jeremiah Murphy, Worcester, 25,490 
W. O. White, Worcester, 29,500 
J. H. Kibbee & Son, Chelsea, 28,760 
Willard Ward, Worcester, 27,975 
G. C. & A. E. Bigelow, Worcester, 30,993 
~J. M. Buzzell, Worcester, 28,600 
H. W. Eddy, Worcester, 28,000 
J. H. Bishop, Worcester, 30,900 


And Jeremiah Murphy of Worcester, was ascertained to be the lowest 
bidder. 
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That on the third day of June, 1878, they entered into a contract 
with said Murphy, wherein and whereby he agreed to build the Town 
House, according to the plans and specifications, for the sum of $25,- 
490; and we took from him a bond signed by himself and Thomas 
Monahan, John O’Meara, and William O’Grady, all of Worcester, for 
the faithful performance of the building contract. 

That on the twenty-fifth day of June, 1878, they decided to change 
the trimming stone provided for in the contract, for the best of long- 
meadow freestone, at an additional expense of four hundred (400) 
dollars. 

That on the seventeenth day of September, 1878, they made a fur- 
ther change in the specificagions by substituting iron girders in the 
second story of the tower, for the floor joists originally contemplated, 
and by laying thereon a fire proof floor. 

That on the twenty-second day of April, 1879, they further chang- 

ed the original plans and specifications, by putting in a flight of stairs 
from the north end of the gallery to the rooms in the third story. 

That on the fifth day of May, 1879, they decided to put in iron doors 
in the vault in the second story of the building, and at the same time 
accepted a proposal from R. Hollings & Co., to put in a Tirrell Gas 
Machine for lighting the building, with the understanding that in case 
it was not satisfactory to the town, no charge would be made for it, 
and that it should be taken out without expense to us. . 

That on the sixth day of June, 1879, they decided further to change 
the original plans, by substituting colored glass for plain in the main 
hall, and by dispensing with inside shutters. 

That on the ninth day of August, 1879, they oottetiniied to do addi- 
tional drainage in the cellar of the building, and had the whole under- 
drained. 

That. on the eighteenth day of September, 1879, they voted to pro- 
cure a drop curtain for the stage, and iron gates: at the main entrance, 
both of these items not being provided for in the original plans. 

That on the first day of January, 1880, they met the contractor and 
his bondsmen, and examined the accounts relating to the building, and 
not being able to agree, they concluded to leave all matters in dispute 
to three disinterested men as provided for in the contract, and there- 
upon the Committee selected Henry W. Eddy, the contractor selected 
James EK, Fuller, and the two thus chosen, selected A. M. Kelley, all 
being of Worcester ; and afterwards, said arbitrators having heard the 
parties, made a report in writing to the Committee and the contractor, 
a copy of which is presented herewith and as a part hereof, and the 
Committee voted to accept and abide by the award, but the contractor 
refused to accept and abide by it. 

That on the fifth day of February, 1880, the contractor and his 
bondsmen, by an instrument in writing, yielded and gave up possession 
of the building without prejudice to their rights or the rights of the 
town, and the Committee took charge of the same and completed all 
the unfinished work provided for in the contract, that was necessary to 
be done to fit it for use and occupation, except the tileing in the front 

‘vestibule for which the contractor made a suitable allowance, and a 
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partition in the library for which an allowance of sixty (60) dollars was 
made by the contractor. 

And your Committee further report that under the authority given 
them at the annual meeting in March, 1879, they have furnished the 
town house, and have supplied it with heating and lighting apparatus, 
and that it is now in condition to be used by the town for any and all 
purposes for which it was intended, with the understanding, however, 
that the tileing and partition before referred to, still remain to be done 
and that several minor matters, such as grading the cellar, pointing 
some of the brick work and weighting the windows in the main hall, 
must be provided for. 

Under the direction of the Committee, provision was made in the 
vestibule for Memorial Tablets. The expense thus far has been met 
by a fund which came into the hands of Charles D. Morse during the 
war for the purpose of procuring enlistments to fill the quota of Mill- 
bury and remained unexpended, which was put at the disposal of the 
Committee, and from the amount appropriated at our last annual 
meeting for the observance of Memorial Day, and a further sum re- 
ceived by the Committee upon two occasions when the hall has been 
used under their direction. 

It is expected that the tablets will be completed and put in position 
by Memorial Day of the present year. 

We present herewith a statement in detail of the cost of the land 
and building, and of the various alterations and additions not contem- 
plated in the original plans, and not provided for in the original appro- 
priations ; and also, the expense for furnishing, heating and lighting 
ihe building. The appropriation for these latter purposes we under- 
stood to be, at our last annual meeting, the sum of thirty-one hundred 
(3100) dollars, but through some accident or mistake, the sum of twen- 
ty nine hundred (2900) dollars only was raised, as appears by the 
Report of the Selectmen for the present year. 

With this, our final report, we deliver the new Town House to our 
fellow citizens with the hope that it may long remain a monument to 
their liberality, and their taste, and their wise forethought ; and we 
bespeak for it the respect and regard of all our fellow citizens, so that 
in its appointments and surroundings it may ever be decent and in 
order.

On the first of July, 1880, the Library was removed from Masonic 
block to its permanent quarters in the new town house. 


At the request of the Trustees, many citizens submitted to them lists 
of books from which selections were made. Many worn-out volumes 
were replaced. A large number of old books were re-bound, and the 
whole being in readiness, they were classified according to a plan adopted 
by the Trustees, and explained in the introductory to the catalogue. 


The new Catalogue was prepared with care, and is believed to be con- 
venient for use, and reasonably free from errors. An edition of seven 
‘hundred and fifty was printed, and is at the disposal of the town. The 
cost to the town was, for paper covers, sixty-five cents; for flexible coy- © 
ers, seventy-nine cents ; and for stiff cloth covers, eighty-one cents. The 
Trustees fixed the price of the paper covers at thirty-five cents; the flexi- 
ble covers at 50 cents ; and the others at seventy-five cents. This edition 
will probably last, with the supplements that may hereafted -be furnished as 
new books are procured, a dozen years, when, probably, a revision will 
become necessary. 


As appears by the financial statement, the Trustees, in their expendi 
tures, have exceeded the appropriation, and have had at their disposal no 
funds for fitting up a reading room. If it is the desire of the town that 
something be done in this direction, an appropriation should be made for 
the purpose. 


The Library is now open upon three days of the week, instead of two as 
heretofore, and the salary of the librarian has been increased to $175 
per year. 


It is desirable that so much of the library room as is used for a waiting 


room, be provided with a suitable carpet. The expense would be about 
thirty-five dollars. | 
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The Trustees recommend an appropriation to meet the following neces- 
sary expenses : |

For incidental expenses, 50 00 
: For carpet, 35 00

Assuming that the dog tax to be refunded will be the average amount 
of the past few years, it will be sufficient to meet these expenses.
